Among the various considerations arising out of the rapid ex- 
tension of the railway system throughout every portion of the 
kingdom, one of the last to attract attention, although not, per- 
haps, the least deserving of it, is the moral and social condition 
of the great mass of labouring population engaged on the works. 
The situation of these men is, in many respects, peculiar, and is 
such as to entitle them to sympathy and regard—which may do 
much to preserve them from evils to which they are prominently 
exposed, from the nature of their occupation and mode of life. 
Severe bodily toil, accompanied by little exercise of the mentay 
faculties, cannot fail to induce habits of intemperance and vice, 
while the migratory nature of their employment releases them 
from many of those salutary restraints which influence the habits 
of a resident population. So numerous and motley an assemblage 
will always too, include many individuals of dubious character, 
who, having forfeited their previous customary employment from 
bad conduct, will naturally congregate where labour can be ob- 
tained so readily, and with so little inquiry. 

A ‘population of this kind, continually migrating throughout 
the country, and mixing with the resident peasantry as fellow- 
labourers, may be expected to produce much evil, should no 
counteracting influence be exerted to prevent it; and we are glad 
to find that such an influence has been at length aroused, and is 
now, although on but a limited scale, in actual operation. An 
evil which, even setting aside religious considerations, is of a most 
serious nature, in a moral point of view, and to which the railway 
labourers are particularly exposed—is the habitual desecration of 
the Sabbath. This interval of salutary rest, so beneficial both 
morally and physically to our labourig population, is too often 
among the class to which we allude, devoted to idleness and in- 
temperance of the most demoralising character, and the leisure 
which might be so well employed, is productive merely of noisy 
scenes of quarrels and excess—injurious alike to the individuals 
themselves, and the peasantry among which they are located. In 
the case to which we have referred, a clergyman has been duly ap- 
pointed, under the superintendence of the “ Church Pastoral Aid 
Society,” to visit the men engaged upon a line of railway in 
Somersetshire, and to carry into effect a system of religious in- 
struction upon Sundays; and also a sort of evening school, where 
the first rudiments of knowledge may be obtained by such as are 
desirous of its benefits. Great honour is due to those individuals 
who have thus come forward, in the first instance, to exert them- 
selves in the well-being of a large and much-neglected body of our 
population, for whose welfare no previous provision was at ail ade- 
quate. That the undertaking is a difficult one we are convinced, and 
we are further certain that much judgment and prudence will be re- 
quisite in carrying it into effect. Where ignorance is so deeply 
rooted, the transition to fanaticism would be an easy step—and 
such a change would be productive of but dubious good. Much 
will depend upon the individuals who are selected for the task, 
combining, with the energy and perseverance which is essential to 
success, a large measure of sound judgment and discretion, so 
that the influence they may acquire may be exercised with a really 
useful and practical effect: so long as this is the case, we believe 
that unmixed good will flow from their endeavours. 

A plan of moral instruction having thus been commenced for 
the class of railway labourers, similar steps will, we hope, be taken 
in other cases, so as to be productive of wide and general benefit. 
A well-regulated system of the kind is the more necessary, now 
that the example has been set, as it would prevent the interference 
of ill-qualified, though well-intentioned, individuals, whose seal 
might ill atone for their want of judgment. The railway labourer is a 
useful, and may also be made a respectable member of society, if 
means are takeo for his instruction, and to preserve him from 
those habits of vice and intemperance to which he is peculiarly 
exposed, from the absence of social restraint and the evils of bad 
companionship. By ameliorating his condition, the Railway Com. 
panies must eventually be benefitted; and many of those unpleasant 
occurrences which have excited apprehensioa and alarm in the neigh- 
bourhoods where large works are being carried on, will, doubtless, 
be avoided. We hope, therefore, the object in view will receive 
attention from the Directors of those Companies which are now 
employing large bodies of men, and be made productive of those 
moral and social benefits which may reasonably be expected to 
arise from it 
In one or two cases we understand that the labourers have 
been frequently employed on railway works on Sundays —a 
practice which cannot be too strongly reprobated. It is essential, 
we are well aware, that some few operations should be carried on 
even upoa that day, and against any such necessary works it would 
be the height of folly to protest ; but euch habitual and neediess vie. 
lation of the Sabbath, as that to which we have referred, must be 
alike demoralising to the men and disgraceful to their employers. 


Among the scientific and practical subjects whch have lately 
been discussed in our Journal, our readers will probably have ob- 
served that the construction of Blast Furnaces for Smeltung Iroa 
has occuped a place-—-some suggestions from our correspondent, 
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Mr. Woon, of Abereychan, for an alteration of the customary 
form, having induced communicatens from other gentlemen on 
the same subject. The cylindrical form proposed by Mr Woon 
has, it appears from thie correspondence, been already tried, and 
does not, on the whobe, seem to have anewered, although certain 
theoretcal conpederaiome would have mduced a favourable wew of 
its rewalte As every experiment which bears upon sack an io- 
portant manufacture an that of tron, mast be highly interesting, 
more expecially ene which, lke a new form of furnace, involves 
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great expense, and requires a long trial, upon an extensive scale 
in order to prove its merits, we should certainly be pleased to 
have further and more detailed information on the subject from 
those correspondents who have already written to us upon it. 
Granting that the experiment in question has been unsuccessful, 
which Mr. Woop, as will be seen in another part of our columns, 
does not readily admit, it is still a very possible case that it may, 
eventually, lead to improvement, should the results be carefully 
noted and made generally known, as we hope they will be, through 
the medium of our Journal. Perhaps, then, our correspondents 
will favour us with more detailed information on the subject, and 
explain the exact working of the furnaces in question.

BUGGESTIONS POR WORKING THE DIAMOND MINES OF 
PURNA IN BUNDBL-KHUND. 

(Prom the India Heriee | 

Previous to entering into a detail of the duties charged by the State of 
Purns on diamonds fowed within its limits, and the likely expense of 
working the mines for that stome, Mis deemed indispensable to offer a few 

remarks, in order to point out the feasainlty of that adventure 
entered into with great advantage, especially under the reign of the 
present Rajah. 

In granting licenses to native adventurers whethereabjects of the state 
or foreigners, the invariable mle is to restrict thew claim to diamonds 





below 6 ruttees in weight, on which « per centage of 25 es. or upwards is 


charged; they are allowed to make their search in almost every spot 
within the diamond tract, crcepting sueb as are bestowed on rahmuns 
for sacred purposes, or ave reserved for the Rapees or other relatives of 
the chief. 

The finances of the state being principally derived from the diamond 
tas, the khamdar or minister, now in power, is extremely a to 
improve them, by encouraging adventurers to embark im the speculation ; 
and it is presumed that to British subjects every incentive will be given 
to introduce superior means of searching for the stoar, since the natives 
want both skill aed implements to work the Gahira or deep mines a pt 
fection. These at Kebmurea and larpa are the most celebrated, and are 
excavated at the depths of fifteen to fifty fect ; they lie within the bouads 
of the pucka or rocky matris. 

Those at Munjgoma have also been very imperfectly wrought by natives, 
who have oot carried their search below fifty feet, at which depth, both 
here sad in the shove places, the water overflaws them, and the tooadars 
(or masters of the mines) are compelled to stop at this limit, for want of 
@ method to pump them dry, and continue their exertions. itis admitted 
by the most experienced natives and screntific Engheh adventurers who 
have explored these mines, that they would prove vary profitable if worked 
with shill and parseverance. 

The Checla and superficial mines are to be tesced ali over the diamond 
tract ; manual labour being extremely eheap, the poorest subjcots of the 
state work them. From the commencement of the rains to the beginning 
af the cold season, the above speculation is sought after with avidity ; 
since « plentiful supply of water can be had, during this period, in every 

of Purna—an article which is highly coquisite to facilitate the 
aperations of the search, a the matrix after being dug out, is laced by 
amall quantities in a trench, aod then washed to dlear it of the clay whieh 
atheres to it. A spot on the surface of the mine is leeped smooth with 
the hand, and on it the gravel is spread and @ diligent search made for the 

“lure. 

Almost three-faurtie of the people of Purna and the adjacent villages 
derive their livelibvoad by working either for themselves, or as hired 
howters for others, ja the mine of both deseriptions—tiakien and the 
Cheela. When employed on their own account, it is not aquaual to bear 
them complain of “ unsucerss for the and mowths ;'' indeed, during 
my stay at Porn, I never heard the petty adventurers voluntarily confess 
the discovery of a diamond, Personal eaperionce, and an uninterrupted 
fatereouree of nearly three yeare with the respectable inhabitants of this 
eity, enabled me, however, to dive into the mystery of the native mode of 
earrylug on the above speculation. It le searcely worth remarking, that 
the sictows propovsitios of Indian despots for extortion end forcible ex- 
actions, compel thee aubjoote to resurt to fraud aud embezzlement in their 
fransections with the state. The avarice of the predecessors of the pre. 
seat Rajoh of Purna, knew wo bounds, The mines being the chief source 
whoner the revenues were vltained, the native tooadars were never epared, 
when they foand diamonds, bat had the most anreasonable taxes imposed 
on them : this miechiewous ayetem, and the impolitic rule that all dia- 
monds above «ix ruttecs become the bewd Ade praperty of the guddee, 
scom to have eogendered im speculation @ vindiolive apwit, not only to 
elude the heavy duties, but to cheat the state of the produce of the mincs 
altagether | Every poor tooader bes a bewhur ora petty banker, who 
supports bis conatituent and bie family with the necessaries of life, with 
the understanding that every diamond foand by them should be sold to 
him, out of the amount of which he is to pay himeelf, In fact, a tooadar 
of the lower order ts but an instrument to the Mabajans to rob the Guddee ; 
and it ie notorious that though these barpies beard up wealth through the 
medium of their ortéa!l cometituents they will, to evade suspicion, on all 
@orasions plead powerty and distress, whilet they carry on a clandestine 
trade of diamonds between Heree and Henares. ta Jaly, 1835, one of 
Gheac bankers was detected in having defrauded the state of diamonds to 
the amount of 40,000, for a long series of yoars | he was imprisoned and 
threatened with coudgn punishment, to avert which, he refunded 16,000, 
and acknowledged having em! essled to the extent mentioned. Their dex. 
terity in robbing their ruler of large and valusthe diamonds be proverbial. 

In embarking im the eaterprise, the ebief evil to be gua against is 
theft ; « strict eye should be kept over the labourers during the bours of 
their eeoupetion, ae they net only pilfer and conceal these stones in the 
very mince they are working, bet will, in cases of emergency, swallow 
thom!
